Rejection under 35 U.S.C. $ 102 (e\ 

Applicants' Claims 1-6 and 1 1-19 were rqected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Casino. Please find enclosed herewith a Declaration under 37 CFR L 131 
showing that the Applicants, Narayanan Alwar and Mike Milici, were co-inventors of the 
invention claimed in the present application prior to the Casino patent. Accordingly, the 
Casino patent is not available as prior art against the cl aims of the present application. 
Thns, Applicants request that the rejection of Claims 1-6 and U-19 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as being anticipated by Casino be withdrawn. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. S 103fa^ 

Applicants' Claim 10 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 § (a) as obvious in view of 
Casino and Chojnacki. However, since the Casino patent is not available as prior art 
against the claims of the present application, Applicants request that the rejection of Claim 
10 under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as obvious in view of Casino and Chojnacki be withdrawn.
